Examiner notes the examiner's amendment was to remove limitations to an 
"aqueous" solution which was deleted by amendment in a previously filed amendment. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 5-9 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 5 and 9 recite a method for removing heavy metals or radionuclides from 
a volatilized gas comprising contacting the volatilized gas with an ion exchange material 
wherein the ion exchange material includes a modified clinoptiloite. Simpson(6962617) 
teaches removing mercury from exhaust gases using a hydrogen clinoptilolite, however 
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claims 5 and 9 require a clinoptilolite modified by contacting with an alkaline solution at 
a specified temperature and separation and recovery of either a liquid ion exchange 
fraction of a treated slurry or a mixture of a liquid and solid ion echange material. Also 
Simpson has an effective filing date of July 3, 2003, however the effective filing date of 
the current application is the filing date of application number 10/271,703 which is 
October 15, 2002. Therefore, Simpson is not a proper 102(e) type reference. Claims 6- 
8 depend on claim 5 and hence are also allowed.
